ORDER 

New Delhi, the 17th November 1958 

G.S.R. 1090,—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section 
(2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

1. Short Title and Commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Rice 
(Madhya Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1958. 

(2) It shall come Into force at once. 

2. Maximum prices at which rice may be sold.—(1) The maximum prices at 
which Coarse I and Coarse 11 varieties of rice specified in Schedule II to this Order 
may be sold in wholesale quantities in any locality within the State of Madhya 
Pradesh shall be Rs. 15.50 (Rupees fifteen and fifty naye paise) per maund and 
Rs. 15.00 (Rupees fifteen) per maund respectively. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-clause (1),— 

(a) the prices specified are exclusive of the cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund is equivalent in weight to 82 2/7 lbs; 

(c) ‘sale In wholesale quantities’ means sale In quantities exceeding ten 

mounds in any one transaction; 

(d) 'coarse I yariety of rice’ means any one of the varieties of rice specified 

in Schedule I to this Order in which— 

(1) the percentage of brokens and red grains Is below the tolerance limit* 
specified for brokens and red grains respectively for coarse II variety 
of rice in Schedule II to this Order; and 
(.11) the percentage of discoloured or chalky grains does not exceed the 
tolerance limit specified for discoloured or chalky grains In the said 
Schedule for coarse I variety of rice by more than one per cent; 

(e) ‘coarse II variety of rice’ means any one of the varieties of rice specified 

in Schedule I to this Order which is not coarse I variety of rice; 

(f) the prices specified are for fair average quality conforming to the speci¬ 

fications prescribed in Schedule II to this Order; for rice below the 
fair average quality, the maximum prices shall be determined by reduc¬ 
ing the specified prices by the amounts of cuts indicated in the said 
specifications applicable to the respective variety of rice.
